wear was made to fit a “little giant." 
His repudiation of 
all 
stalwart 


support excepting that which comes in good part as from converts to 


the liberal ideas of La Folletteism, was a strong point, and one that is 


calculated to impress dwellers in a state wherein has been fought a good 


fight for good government against the government-by monopoly 
element. 


Taken as a direct expression, and reading,

it, 
the 


thought was one to become the watchword of liberal republicans in the

city in tho Investigation of several of 
its loading slaughter houses. 
During 
our investigation statem ents of condi­ 
tions and p ra ctice 
In 
the packing 
lions***, together 
with affidavits and 
documentary evidence, wore offered us 
from num erous sol ire***. 
Most of those 
wore rejected as being far from prov­ 
ing the facts alleged and ag tieing 
beyond the possibility of verification 
by us. 
W e have made no statem ent as 
a fact In the rcjw*rt here presented that 
w as not verified by our personal ex­ 
am ination. 
Certain matter* which w e 
w ere unable to verify w hile In Chlreigo 
are still under Investigation. 
The fol­ 
low ing Is therefor** subm itted as a par­ 
tial report touching upon those pntc- 
tioes and conditions which w e found 
most common ami not confined to a 
single house or class of houses. A mon* 
detailed report would 
contain 
many 
specific Instances of defects found In 
particular houses. 
Condition o1‘ the Yards. 
Before 
entering 
the buildings 
we 
note*I tile condition of flu* yards them ­ 
selves as shown in the pavement, pens, 
viaducts and platform s. 'I ii** pavem ent 
Is mostly of brick, the brick laid with 
deep grooves between them which in­ 
evitably fill with manure and refuse. 
Such pavem ent can not lie properly 
cleaned ami Is slim y and malodorous 
when wet. yielding clouds of lll-smell- 
lng dust when dry. 
The pens are gen- j 
orally 
uncovered 
except 
those 
for I 
sheep; these latter are paved and coy-! 
ere*!. 
The viaducts and platform s are 
of wood. 
Calves, sheep and hogs that ■ 
have died en rout** 111*0 throw n out 
upon the platform s Yvliere cars tire un­ 
loaded. 
Od a single platform on one 
occasion w e counted fifteen dead hogs. 
on another ten dead hogs. 
The only 
excuse given for delay iii m oving war 
that so often breird —the expense. 
The interior finish of most of the 
buildings Is of wood; th** partition 
w alls, supports ami rafters are of wood 
uncovered by plaster or cement. 
The 
flooring In som e instances is of brick 
or cement, but usually of wood. 
In 
ninny of tire rooms w here w ater is 
us**d freely tile floors are soaked ami 
slim y. 
The buildings have been constructed 
with little regard to «*itli**r 
light 
or 
ventilation. The xvorknioms, as a rule. 
arc \cry poorly lightrel. 
A few rooms 
at the top of the buildings arc well 
ligh1«*«l because they rem not escape th** 
light, but most of the rooms are so 
dark as to make artificial light ln'ces- 
sary at all tim es. 
Many inside rooms 
win to food is prepared 
an* 
without 
windows, deprived of sunlight 
ami 
without direct com m unication with the 
outside air. 
They may be best de 
scribrel as 
vaults in w hich 
th** 
air 
randy changes. 
Other 
rooms which 
open to the outer air are so large, th** 
w indow s so clouded by dirt, and the 
w alls and ceilings so dark and dingy 
flint 
natural 
light 
only 
penetrates 
tw enty or thirty feet from the w in­ 


dows, thus m aking artificial light In 
portions of even these outside rooms ! 
necessary. 
These 
dark 
and 
dingy 
rooms an* naturally not kept suitably 
dean. 
System atic ventilation of the work 
rooms Is not fontal in any of the estab­ 
lishm ents w e visited. 
In a few in­ 
stan ces electric fans m itigate the sti­ 
lling air, but usually th** workers toil 
without relief In a humid atm osphere 
heavy with th** odors of rotten wood, 
decayed meats, stinking offal and en­ 
trails. 


Lqiilpuirnt mid Sanitation. 


The work tables upon 
w hich 
the 
m eat Is handled, the floor carts on 
which it Is carried about and the tubs 
and other receptacles into which it is 
thrown are generally of wood. 
In all 
the places visited but a single porce­ 
lain linrel receptacle w as s**rei. 
Tables 
covered with sheet iron, iron tarts and 
iron tubs are tieing Introduced into the 
better establishm ents, blit no establish­ 
m ent visited has as y*>t abandoned the 
extensive use of wooden tai fie* and 
wooden rereadn**l**». 
These wooden re­ 
ceptacles art* frequently found water 
soak re!, only half cleansed and with 
meat scraps aud grease accum ulations 
adhering to their sides and collect­ 
ing dirt. 
This Is largely true of meat 
packs and meat conveyors 
of every 
sort, which wvne iii nearly all eases in- 
adeqiiately cleans***!, and grease and 
meat scraps were found adhering to 
them, even after they had been washed 
and returned to service. 
Nothing show s more strikingly the 
general 
indifference 
to 
m atters of 
cleanliness and sanitation than do the 
privies for both men anil women. The
